RE: FINANCIAL DATA SHEET 


The Special Prosecutions Unit (SPU), United States Attorney's 
Office, Chicago, is extremely interested in the potential 

of developing prosecutible cases against organized crime 
figures and their associates for possible violations of the 
Federal Reserve Act (FRA) and Federal Housing Administration 
Matters (FHAM). 

The FRA, Title 18, United States Code, Section 1014, 
relates to Federal Savings and Loan Associations and prohibits 
making of false statements to such institutions for the purpose 
of influencing any action. Penalty is $5,000 fine or two years 
or both. Federal Savings and Loan Associations are Federally 
chartered institutions and have the word Federal in their 
name, such as First Federal Savings and Loan Association, 

The most common type of violation under the above 
mentioned section of the FRA would be a false statement made 
to a Federal Savings and Loan in order to obtain a mortgage 
for a residence. A typical example would be an individual 
who has no legitimate employment because he is soley engaged 
in illegal activities, and therefore must falsely state on his 
mortgage application to the Federad Savings and Loan that he 


is the owner or employee of a ceytain business and has

adequate salary or resources to qualify for such a loan, 

An example of this type of violation developed 
as part of this project to date ıs where a well known 
hoodlum made a mortgage application to a Federal Savings 
and Loan listing employment with an existing Illinois 
Construction firm and showing a yearly salary adequate to 
pay off the loan, 

Two alleged payroll checks were furnished the 
Savings and Loan as proof of this employment, however, 
inquiry by IRS revealed these checks were the only two checks 
ever issued the subject by that firm. The owner acted in 
collusion with the subject and is therefore also subject to 
prosecution. 

FHAM, Title 18, United States Code, Section 1010, 
makes it a violation to submit willful false or fraudulent 
statements in matters to be submitted to the Department of 
Housing and Urban Development (HUD), for insurance or to 
influence HUD action. In effect this covers all FHA loans. 
The most common type of violation of this section are false 
statements to any Bank or Savings and Loan Association made 
to obtain a Title I Home Improvement Loan. The false 
statements again usually involve employment and income 


showing ability to repay the loan,

Penalty for violation of Title 18, United States 
Code, Section 1010, is $5,000 fine or two years of both, 

As an example, a case now pending prosecution 
involved a hoodlum who obtained an FHA Home Improvement Loan 
from a suburban bank for a "new furnace" for his home and 
listed as employer a West Side Home Improvement Company. 

The company actually existed however the owner had never 
heard of or employed the subject. As an outgrowth of this 
case it was determined that a loan shark associate of the 
above hoodlum had made arrangements for one of his victims 

to obtain a $2,000 FHA home improvement loan T the same bank 
for a "back porch" in order to pay off his delinquent juice 
loan. The money was obtained, the juice loan repayed, but 
the porch was never built and the loan shark subject will be 
prosecuted for conspiracy. The ECT law had not been passed 
at the time of the loan and hence is not applicable. 

The Statute of Limitations for both these violations 
is five (5) years. 

The SPU is convinced that a financial survey of 
organized crime figures and associates will develop the fact 
that a number of them have violation provisions of the FRA and 


FHAM laws in obtaining mortgages or home improvement loans. 




















The SPU has requested the Chicago Office to 
furnish all available information regarding the type of 
loans mentioned above. Where the data cannot be obtained 
through a review of the file, logical investigation willt 
be necessary. The most direct method of determining where 
an individual has obtained a mortgage is through a search of 
real estate records at the Recorder of Deeds Office in the 
appropriate county. This data is however often available 
Simply by checking the records of the Hale-Prietsch Credit 
Reporting Agency, 209 West Jackson, Chicago, or other credit 
agencies, 

Another method of determining where individuals 
have banking connections is to request the Motor Vehicle 
section, Secretary of States Office, Springfield, to furnish 
lien data for vehicle registered there. It is noted Savings 

and Loans cannot mortgage vehicles. 

The SPU has solicited and received the complete 
cooperation of the IRS in this regard even though FBI 
jurisdiction involved and the FBI will handle whatever 
violations developed. IRS is presently reviewing all pending 
Organized Crime investigations for information regarding 
mortgage and banking connections of hoodlums under investigation 


and this data will be furnished the SPU, 
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Once the initial objective of the survey is 
completed, that is to determine which individuals have 
mortgage or other type loans and which institutions are 
making them, the records will be subpoenaed by the SPU. 

It is noted that where false statements are 
uncovered but no Federal violation involved the matter will 
be disseminated to State authorities for prosecutive action. 

All agents are requested to institute file 
reviews and appropriate investigation necessary to complete. 
the Financial Data Sheet. The SPU has requested that the 
appropriate data be made available to that office no later 
that ear BR, 1970. The a roeuer aL Data Sheet should be 
completed in duplicate prior to shales 2s, 1970, the
